As only the bones of some bod 
tea remain there will be great dlff 
ulty in ascertaining the exact aum 
ber of those who were killed 
Eight persons were bsdiy Injured 
and three of them may die. 
The engine of No. 4 plowed its way 
threequarters of the way through the 
sleeping car "Nebraska.” the last car 
o train No. 14. l atching eighteen per 
sons asleep In the coach The fir*- bot 
of the colliding engiue then dropped 
out and the death co a ch In a few min 
utes was blazing from end to end 
As the flames ate their way tbioiigh 
the splintered timbers of the coach 
the cries of the injured ceased and
